The sum of $1,327.45, which was 
received here recently by the county 
treasurer, William McBride, from the 
auditor of state as Rush county s 
share of the state automobile license 
fund for 1913, will be spent from the 
general gravel road repair fund un­ 
der the supervision of the county 
highway superintendent, J. C. King, 
and his twelve deputies, who have 
not yet been named. 
County officials recall that Rush 
county will receive much more money 
from this source next year for the 
reason that the 1913 ap]*ortionmeut 
was for only half the year, since the 
automobile license law did not be­ 
come effective until July 1st. 
Next 
year the fund will include the appor­ 
tionment for the whole year of 1914. 
and will be twice as great, and prob­ 
ably more, bc.eause tike number of 
automobiles in the state is constant!* 
increasing. 
The fund wiU not be apportioned 
among the townships in Rush county, 
as is the custom with many other 
county funds received from the state. 
Instead the money will be expended 
for the general gravel road repairs 
as it is needed.

Beth-El Hospital, 
Colorado Springs, Jan. 19 , .1914. 
Dear Father:— 
I hav e a few moments spare time 
and will use it in writing you briefly 
concerning a trip I hav e tak en to the 
coast. 
The Hospital has had an unusual 
number of patients this fall and win­ 
ter and my work has been so heav y 
and 1 k ept so busy, day and night 
that I had no time for recreation. 
Consequently the management k indly 
granted me a v acation and I used it 
in the way I hav e mentioned. 


Trav eling through New Mexico 1 
saw nothing that 
1 thought would a t­ 
tract a homeseek er either in towns 
or country. The archaeologist would: 
be interested, doubtless, in the anti­ 
quities seen at div ers places. 
Stopping at San Diego I found a 
surprisingly beautiful city which has 
doubled its population within the last 
fiv e years. They are continually Im­ 
prov ing and there are now four new 
hotels in process* of construction and 
many fine store buildings. The fair 
grounds are located in a park of six­ 
teen hundred acres and decorated 
with thousands of beautiful trees 
and plants. 


During my stay in Old Mexico I 
was treated in a ev ery friendly way 
except on one occasion when I was 
attempting to photograph one of their 
torts, 1 was requested to mov e to 
another part of town. 


Los A ngelas is also a v ery beauti­ 
ful city with its streets and 
law ns 
decorated with gorgeous flowers and 
beautiful palms.

They hav e the largest dry goods 
store west of Chicago, there being 
in it fourteen hundred clerk s. 1 went 
out to see the town of “Little Top”.

All hav e good 
homes and seem to be prosperous. 


L os Angeles being some sixty-fiv e 
miles from the coast does not hav e 
the heav y fogs of the coast towns. 


Going thence to the coast I took

1 
procured a guide and with a good 
mule each, we started. When we 
came to Jacob’s Ladder the guide 
dis-mounted but I stuck to the mule 
which went sliding dow n ov er the ice 
some twenty feet to the next ledge. 
There he stopped and I look ed down 
sev enteen hundred 
feet, 
ov er the 
mule’s head, for he stopped all in 
a hunch. My k nees clung tight t«> the 
mule and my heart seemed to jump 
into my mouth. 
We went on with a little more care 
and came t«> the “Cork screw* Trail” 
where the guide again took to the 
ground ami adv ised lik e action on 
ray part, telling me of the many eases 
where horses had lost their balance 
and went ov er tiie precipice. St ill I 
preferred to chance the mule. 
After riding for half a day w*e 
came to t lie Colorado riv er where the 
canyon can be seen in all its gran­ 
deur. I will not attempt to describe 
it. At one o’clock we started hack in 
a drenching rain which continued 
until after we reached the top. 
At 
which point 
1 w as “all in” but I had 
seen the canyon and tlie abode of the 
(Tiff Dwellers. 
I reached the hospital yesterday 
and met w ith a cordial welcome and 
an abundance of delayed work await­ 
ing me. 
I saw many dead cattle while gone, 
enough, if they had been fatted and 
butchered, to hav e k« *pt all Rushv ille 
in meat for more than a year.

and

shoes that are reuired by the w ar de­ 
partm ent wi:l be m anufactured there. 
Secretary G arrison told Mr. Cox that 
he was in : on path y with the project 
to enlarge the Jeffersonville depot, and { | 
he listened intently while Mr. Cox 
pointed out the m any reasons why 
part of the euipm ent of the arm y 
ought to be m anufactured on this gov­ 
ernm ent reservation. 
“I told the secretary,” said the In­ 
diana representative, “that the build­ 
ings com prising the depot at Jefferson­ 
ville cover seventeen acres and that 
only part of them are now being used. 
He seemed greatly interested when I 
explained that the federal governm ent 
could save a t least 20 per cent in the 
cost of shoes used by the arm y, if it 
m anufactured them at the Jefferson­ 
ville depot, instead of buying them un­ 
der contract.” 
R epresentative Ccx will appear be­ 
fore the com m ittee on m ilitary affairs 
soon to urge the enlargem ent of the 
depot along the lines that he suggest­ 
ed to Secretary Garrison. 
He ha 3 un­ 
der preparation a bill authorizing the 
appropriation of $250,000 with which 
to supply the necessary leather work­ 
ing machinery and pay the .salaries of 
additional expert workmen.
